So you mnst 
advertise the good things that you know 
are in store for all who attend the "Ash- 
land '95 Convention." Don't be afraid 
to over do the thing. This program 
should be a standíng ad. in the Evange- 
i.ist for weeks so all would know and be 
familiar with it. Why there is scripture 
for this idea of advertising our religion. 
We are to be witnesses. We are to testi- 
íy. Christ did not expect the people to 
come to him so he went to them and used 
the most exciting miracles to advertise 
his doctrine and his church. Realizing 
that the work was too great for one man, 
he called others and sent them out as 
agents to promulgate the doctrine and 
spread the glad tidings.

With the conjunction of 
Ueity with hutnanity comes the whole ín- 
carnation, with every gènesis goes the 
whole of tramat) nattirc, with the contact 
of Christ and the soni by faith goes the 
whole of Christianity. Cod never touch- 
ed Mary in a generative way after that 
first holy impact. In that was the Christ 
in all the possibilities of the eternal future. 
Precisely so with the Christian. The 
church has n^ morè to do with our spi rit- 
ual gènesis than Joseph had to do with 
Ch ris t's mysterious generat i on. Joseph 
and the church are divinely-appointed en- 
vironments, but not primary causes. To 
the Editor's conrteous question, "Are 
souls made Christians witlwut baptism ?" 
I have only anemphatic unsuerving, ever- 
lasting YEA. As well ask the question, 
Are we human uefore birth ? We are 
born becatt se we are human. We are bap- 
tized because we are Chris'ian, All that 
takes place after gènesis is expression, de- 
velopment. 

No charactcristic constituent is added in 
birth. I may safely challenge the world 
to controvert so axiomàtic a postulate. 
But my mission is not to challenge, or 
controvert, but topublish the glad tidings 
of great joy, which are for all people. 
That you are nominally a progressive and 
I a conservative, is so insignificent that it 
mèrits not the ink it takes to chronícle the 
fact. Are we born of Cod? Dowe pos- 
sess and manifest the love and patience 
and meekness and self-sacrifice of Jesús 
Christ? If any man have not the Spirit 
of Christ, he is none of his." Rom. 8 : 
9. Such a temper as many of us on both 
sides reveal, is a wretched travesty of our 
profession. Do you know, my dear broth- 
er; the blessed reality of Rom. 8: 16? 
Baptism can verify this fact, but cannot 
originate it. Salvation is not the obser- 
vance of a ritual, but the acceptance of 
Christ, not as an objective model, but as 
an immanent, moulding, sanctifying pow- 
er. All right obedience brings enlarge- 
ment of life, by giving it expression. But 
life itself comes only from Cod by faith 
in Christ. Apply John 14: 10 to your- 
self. This corresponds with l'hil. 2:13. 
Do not puzzle yourself with hard qües- 
tions. Make your home in Mark 10: 15.
